“HOLLYWOOD LOOKS AT 
ITS AUDIENCE” 
BOOK REVIEW

OME CREEICS and fans of motion pictures may 
not realize the extent to which scientific tech 
niques of audience research are being used by 

some parts of the industry. Phis reviewer has frequently 
accused) Hollywood production moguls of finding an 
swers as to what stories to Convert into movies and what 
actors and actresses to use by one of two methods, one 
being a crystal ball and the second having recourse to 
their own omniscicnce as showmen and thus deter 
mining what vou and £ would like to sce. It really didn’t 
sccm to make much difference which method was used, 
for in either case the prevailing cvcle Of motion pictures 
was continued, 

Phere has been trom time to time a suggestion that 
other Kinds of information bearing on motion picture 
production were being sought. Olten one would hea 
apocryphal (=) anecdotes trom West coast citizens about 
“sneak previews”: also, one trequently encountered 
publicity stories telling of the popularity of various 
movie stars, and using as a measure of their popularity 
the volume of mail addressed to the particular actor o1 
actress. However, most of us felt that the only measure 
to which Hollywood attention was paid was the total 
amount of mones carned by a specific picture. 


New Techniques Replace Crystal Ball 


It was with considerable surprise and enjoyment that 
the reading ol Hollywood Looks at Its Audience pro 
ceeded. Some different, promising techniques of audi 
ence research are being used by parts of the motion 
picture industyy. In other words, it appears that both 
the crystal ball and armchair decisions are being aban 
doned. Leo Handel, author of the book, heads the first 
audience research group cmploved fulltime by a major 
motion picture company (MGM). What he has to 
report should therelore be unique. 

Handel introduces some of the problems which ar 
peculiar to research on the film audience. Phere ts story 
preference, the actor stars, the influence of the last 
picture scene, age and sex of the members of the audi 
ence, therm schooling, and finally, the dimension of the 
two large audiences that view motion pictures. Phere 
Is one very large group of people who are nomsclectir 
and will pay to see any motion picture; whereas, ther 


is another very large audience which chooses wl 


Ma 
pictures members of it will pay to see. Obviously, it is 
of great commercial importance to producers to find 
the exact dimensions of both of these audiences, and 
In particular to find out pust what influences operate 
to cause the selective audience to choose to sec just 
certain pictures. 

Many practical applications are growing out of audi 
cence rescarch. For example, if the motion PICLurc rights 
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to a stage play like “Phe Voice of the Turtle” cost five 
hundred thousand dollars, a producer should have some 
assurance that the motion picture version of this stage 
play will be suthcienily popular to justify its purchase. 
Another variable is, what stars would the movie goers 
like to see in that specific play. These are questions 


which audicnce rescarch prior to produc tion can answer, 
s 


Ot Interest for Its Sociological Aspects 


Phere are two features of the book which will be 
ol particular interest to teachers and peopl interested 
in the sociological aspects OF motion: pictures Lhe first 
ol these has to do with the use of various devices and 
techniques which are cmploved in motion picture audi 
ence research. Lhe second has to do with the sections 
olf the book concerned with content analysis of motion 
pictures and a review of the various studies and re- 
searches which have been made on the effect of the 
motion picture. Mr. Handel pays due respect to the 
numerous pieces of research which educators and s¢ hool 
people have performed on the effect of motion pictures 
having to do with the acquisition of facts. 

Leo Handel is one of a small group of research 
minded social psychologists who ts emploved by an 
industry to apply audience testing techniques to the 
patrons on whom the industry depends. Fortunately, 
the author writes in a most easy, readable stvle. Even 
when he is talking about the complexities of audience 
sampling and interpretation procedure, he is clear and 
mteresting. His book, Hollywood Looks at Its Aud 
ence, is the first report of its kind to ever be made by 
the motion picture industry. Because of the audience 
influences examined, sampled, and also on account of 
the implications of Handel's research, this book is ot

On 
his agreement to serve, Van Doren prepared a brict 
theme of the film, picking out the most. significant 
events and influences of his lite, establishing motiva 
tions and listing a dozen or so episodes in his lite which

The first dratt of a SCrIpt was prepared by skilled 
screen writers who also had a solid background in the 


study of history. This draft was shown to Van Doren 


who criticized it, strengthened it, added points of im 


portance that should be included and gave corrections 
as to historical accuracy. The script was rewritten, im 
corporating Van Doren’s suggestions. Tt went back to 
him for more comment, criticism, revision. Tt was re 
written again and sent back for final approval 

One of the greatest contributions of Van Doren was 
his deep knowledge of Franklin's own personality and 
his times, which enabled him to give details of phys 


ical appearance, mannerisms, habits and details

Adding to the recorder a record player, 
radio or a PA system increases unnecessarily the cost, 
weight, and, most important of all, ‘the ease of opera 
tion. All controls should be clearly marked. One two 
postion switch (record play) and one three-position 


switch (forward — stop — reverse), together with the 

necessary volume and tone controls and power switch, 

are all that is needed. 
CHoosr YOuR SPEED. Decide whether vou want the 


speed or the 714” speed.

Therefore, its use in Class is presumed by school au 
thorities to be permissible under the existing copyright 


laws until an actual court case clarifies the question
